In 
the mosques there are no seats but 
the floors are heavily carpeted and 
their worshipping is all done on their 
knees on the floor. At sunrise, sunsei 
and middle of the day a man in a 
sing-song tone calls out for the people

mosques are beautifully finished oa 
the interior, finely inlaid with mosa- 
cs and fine paintings. Our small par

Con- 
stantinople makes a beautiful appear- 
ance and is well situated, but like 
most of the other cities we have vis- 
ited, it is on a hillside. This makes it 
look so well as it is approached by 
water with its numerous' mosques and 
other beautiful buildings and palaces, 
but that is the way you want to look 
at it "from 'a vessel coming in for as 
soon as you enter the city you change 
your mind, for it is one of the filth- 
iest cities I have ever seen, and to 
make it wrirse, the streets are full of 
clogs owned by nobody, and during 
the day these dogs are about 
tne 


streets and on the sidewalks and no 
one dare disturb them. I have seen as 
many as six lying in a bunch in front 
01 the'show window of one of the 
finest stores In the city, so that ladies 
looking at tbe beautiful goods m the 
windows 
had 
to stand outside of 


where the dogs were lying. No one 
i? allowed to disturb them and some 
of them look horrible. They act as 
city scavengers. They lie around all 
day and sleep and at night go around

We weighed anchor at 11 a m. Sun- 


clay and saijed up the Bosphorus to

departed for Smyrna. The ride up the 
Bosphorus was a delight as it was
